Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has determined that the original claims are directed to two separate and distinct 
inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 121, as follows: 

Group I. Claims 1- 3, said to be drawn to isolated nucleic acid molecule of SEQ ID 
NO:l and encoding SEQ ID NO:2, classified in class 536, subclass 23.5. 

Group II: Claim 4, said to be drawn to isolated oligopeptide of SEQ ID NO:2, 
classified in class 530, subclass 300.

6), Applicants elect without traverse to prosecute Group I , Claims 1-3, said to be drawn to isolated

Accordingly, please cancel claim 4 without 
prejudice and disclaimer as being drawn to non-elected inventions. Applicant reserves the right to refile

present case and the earlier cited priority applications.
